The  general  categories  of  claims  authorized  are  set 
forth  on  page  18,  line  12,  through  page  22,  line  16,  of 
Committee  Print  No.  3,  and  are  as  follows : 

(i)  Damage  to  or  destruction  of  property  located  in 
certain  European  countries  and  in  areas  attacked  by  the 
Japanese  resulting  from  military  operations  or  special 
war  measures  against  property  (claims  for  losses  arising 
in  the  Philippines  are  allowable  where  the  claimant  re- 
ceived no  compensation  under  prior  legislation) ;

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HIGHWAYS,  AND  COMMITTEE  BUSINESS 

Committee  on  Public  Wor^s:  The  committee,  in  execu- 
tive session,  ordered  favorably  reported  with  amend- 
ments HJR.  10495,  authorizing  funds  for  the  construc- 
iton  of  certain  highways  for  fiscal  years  1962  and  1963. 
As  approved,  the  bill  would  provide  approximately  I2.2 
billion.  The  bill  was  amended  so  as  to  incorporate  the 
texts  of  (i)  S.  3412,  relating  to  payments  on  Fed- 
eral-aid projects  undertaken  by  a  Federal  agency,  (2) 
S.  3290,  relating  to  changing  the  formula  in  State  re- 
quirement for  matching  Federal  funds  for  the  ABC 
system,  and  (3)  H.R.  11240,  providing  for  participation 
of  Federal-aid  highway  funds  in  the  construction  of 
approach  roads  to  ferry  facilities  on  Federal-aid  systems. 
An  amendment  was  also  adopted  which  would  allow 
Interstate  Route  No.  95  in  Maryland  and  Delaware  to 
be  constructed  as  a  toU  road. 

The  conmiittee  also  ordered  reported  S.  3625,  to 
cstabhsh  a  Wabash  Basin  Interagency  Water  Resources 
Commission  (tentatively  approved) ;  S.  3108,  to  provide 
for  public  hearings  on  air  pollution  problems,  and  to 
extend  the  duration  of  the  air  pollution  control  law 
(amended);  HJl.  11522,  authorizing  conveyance  of 
certain  U.S.  land  to  States  and  other  political  subdivi- 
sions for  highway  improvements;  and  S.  3260,  author- 
izing Secretary  oi  the  Army  to  modify  certain  leases 
entered  into  for  the  provision  of  recreational  facilities 
in  reservoir  areas  (amended).

to  the  results  which  he  has  obtained  under  new  regulations  re- 
cendy  issued  on  the  subject  of  entertainment  and  business  ex- 
penses; and 

4.  Modifications  were  made  in  the  amendment  which  the 
Senate  added  with  respect  to  the  treatment  processes  which  shall 
be  considered  mining  for  purposes  of  percentage  depletion  in  the 
case  of  certain  minerals.  A  copy  of  the  language  agreed  to  in 
this  respect  is  available  at  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
Office,  Room  1102,  New  House  Office  Buildii^.
